First ... the sun. Solar flux is quite high at 237. Our geomagnetic 
field is a bit unsettled and active. That means the higher frequencies 
are open and the lower frequencies a bit noisy. However, we also had 

a M4 flare about 2330UTC friday ... with possibilities for another 

flare tomorrow. That could cause signal degredation and absorption just 
like for last weeks SOC. For SOC, we had a large M class flare a couple 
of hours before the contest, and another about 1.5 hours into it. 

Pretty well trashed the bands all saturday afternoon, and I noticed the 
bands seem to recover about 12 minutes after the contest ended! 


So there's the numbers -- you figure it out. I'm afraid if I say 
anything more, it will jinx THIS contest as well :-( Seems last 2-3 
contests, everything looked great, then some darn M-class flare cropped 
up and took us out. So my lips are sealed on this one! 


I'll be operating from a small park on the Rio Grande river, north of 


Socorro, NM in a small town (population probably 300) called Escondida. 
Hope to work many of you for QRP AFIELD saturday. Did I mention the 
wind? I've reconsidered and think I'd rather have wind than total 
D-layer absorption :-) 


Everyone get on the air and try to have some fun. It's been a most 
stunning, horrific week for us all, and the best medicine is to 
exchange greetings with our QRP family of friends.

Interesting thought about a beacon mode for low power communications device. 


Firemen today carry a pager sized "PASS" device that sounds when the fireman 
does not move for a time, such as if he was trapped under rubble. It is an 
audio alert. 


However, lifetime on those or on a battery radio is limited. It takes quite 
awhile to get down to the heart of a collapsed structure as WTC is showing. 
They must move carefully to not collapse air pockets below, which might 
contain survivors. I would say they are only down about 2 stories if that 
now, after how many days at WTC? 


Maybe one needs a device that would only turn on after you do not move for a 
day or more. That way, the battery would last longer. Remember also, that 
DFing in a cell phone environment would be very difficult or even a HF QRP 
rig in presence of so much collapsed metal beams reflecting signals. 


It is hoped any trapped and using cell phone will ratio its use, until help 
is truly near. 


One thing I have noticed is that they do not seem to be using acoustic 
probes as much as I would have expected. Nor do I hear them trying to 
approach the building from basements of other buildings. Were the WTC lower 
levels not joined? Or are all filled with rubble? 


Cave explorers use VLF for in cave to above ground rescue communications, 


and have rigs similar to the low power SSB transceivers. It carries thru 
rock better than HF because of long waves and ease of using magnetic loop 
antenna in a cave or confined space vs. E field antennas that are less 
effective at LF.

JERUSALEM (September 14) - The Foreign Press Association 

expressed deep concern yesterday over life threats made to journalists 
by the Palestinian Authority, after PA security personnel on Tuesday 
tried to prevent photo and video coverage of a rally in Nablus where 
hundreds of Palestinians celebrated the terror attacks in New York and 
Washington.

Cell phones will soon be required by law to have a built in GPS 
receiver. This is so that you (or at least the phone) can be exactly 
located. This is a requirerment of the new enhanced 911 regs. 
Currently, you can be isolated to a phone cell, but that can be a 
large area in some cases. Often people don't know where they are 


when they call in an emergincy, say at night on a highway or rural 
area. 


It's not clear at the moment exactly when the GPS data will be 
transmitted, or who will have access to it (other than 911 services) 
The data might be sent only when the phone is in active use or only 
when a 911 call is made. Or they can track the location of your phone 
almost in real time, with out your knowing. Which opens up the 
posibility of getting automated calls from stores or restarants you 
happen to be passing, advertising specials or what not. Or you can 
be advised a friend is near-by. Scarry, eh?

Steven - It is good engineering practice to use a balun wherever a balanced 
to unbalanced transition occurs in a transmission line system. This includes 
the coax to dipole transition. Unfortunately most hams aren't good 
engineers. :%)= Myself included on occasion. 


The choice of balun depends a bit on the configuration of your installation. 
But more on that later. 


I suggest that you may want to reconsider nesting that many dipoles. Nested 
dipoles work best if the bands are even harmonically related, so that on the 
desired frequency the desired dipole presents a low impedance and at the 
higher frequency the dipole repressents a higher impedance so that the 
dipole with the lowest impedance gets most of the power delivered to it. If 
you add more dipoles, the distinction between them is not so good and there 
is a lot of interactions. Trying to get it to work well on all bands may be 
a hassle. Guiness, Newcastle and Bass all work to reduce the hassle on that 
side of the Atlantic. I find Fat Tire or Negra Modelo do good jobs of it in 
this hemisphere. 


You might want to look at erecting a 20 M dipole fed with balanced feeders, 
either 450 Ohm ladder line or 300 Ohm TV twin lead. You can use this on all 
bands from 20 M to 10 M. You can use a tuner with it, or adjust the length 
of the feedline to get a low impedance at the transmitter. Cecil Moore, 
W6RCA, used to have a web page that showed how to do this with a 66 ft 40 M 
dipole and a 44 ft 10 M extended double Zepp, but it no longer appears to be 
in service. For a 33 ft 20 M dipole feed it with a half wave (remember the 
velocity factor) or multiple there of on 20 M. This will give a low 
impedance on 20 M Now arrange 5 DPDT switches to switch in 16 ft, 8 ft, 4 
ft, 2 ft and 1 ft of the balanced feeder you are using. By selecting the 
proper lengths to switch in on the various bands, you should get a fairly 
low, mostly resistive, match on all bands 20 M through 10 M. There are other 
configurations that will work as well. A bit of time spent with an antenna 
modeling program and transmission line modeling program, or Smith Chart, 
will help you see what is happening. The simplistic (and technically wrong, 
but it will get you in the ball park) explanation is that you want the sum 
of the feedline length (including the velocity factor) and the length of one 
half the diple to be an odd multiple of a quarter wavelength. 


If you still want information on baluns for dipoles, it depends on the 
configuration. If the center is supported, as in an inverted vee, I suggest 
an air wound choke balun. See: 


http://www. berkshire.net/~robbins/technote/airbalun. html 


Either 6 Turns of RG-8 on a 4-1/4 inch OD PVC form or 4 turns RG-8 on 6-7/8 
inch OD PVC will work OK for 14 to 30 MHz operation. There are also several 
scramble wound air core balun designs in the ARRL Handbook and ARRL Antenna 
Book. You can also use these baluns to go from an unbalanced tuner to the 
balanced feedline if you chose to go that route. These can be a bit heavy at 
the center of dipoles with no center support. 


If the middle is not supported a bead balun will put the least weight on the 
cneter. You can find designs for these in the Handbooks as well, but for 
your application 12 to 18 inches of type 43 beads slipped over the outside 
of RG58 or RG8 should work fine in this region. 


Torroid based baluns can also be used.

Some recent discussions on ladder line losses sort of parallel some 
research I was doing. I'd been thinking about that switched length feeder 
designed by W6RCA (the one Dr. Megacycle just mentioned) and the fact that 
it's said to require less than 18:1 SWR on the ladder line to be able to 
produce a 2:1 SWR or less at the input. It seemed like 18:1 or less might 
be a tall order for a more or less random length, multiband dipole. 


To find that out, I took Reg Edwards' DIPOLE1.EXE program and let it figure 
the Z and the SWR for both 450 and 50 ohm feeders on all bands 80 thru 10 
(including WARC), and logged the readings in a spreadsheet. I did it for 
both a 135 foot dipole and a 180 footer, to see if there was any magic in 
the 135 foot deal. 


I thought the results were interesting, not just from the standpoint of 
W6RCA's trick tuner, but as a comparison of 450 Vs 50 ohm feeders in 
general, when serious mismatches exist. 


First, the SWR on the 450 ohm line is lower than on the 50 in almost every 
case, and often by a big factor. So the 50 ohm line is taking a double 
whammy--it's inherently higher loss for a given SWR, and in these cases the 
50 ohm SWR is greater than 50:1 in 9 of the 16 cases. (Eight bands, two 
antennas.) The ladder line never showed an SWR of over 15:1. I was 
beginning to think that the recent emphasis on ladder line was mainly just 
a fad, but now I don't think so. The program DIPOLE1 also gives the line 
loss. When I chose a 30 meter long feeder, it would often go from 95% loss 
to less than 10% loss when the feeder changed from 50 ohm to 450 ohm line. 


I guess the 450 ohm Zo just lies well centered between the extremes of 
feedpoint impedance seen when using a dipole on multiple bands, much better 
than a 50 ohm line, which is at or below the low end of the typical range 
of antenna impedances. 


Like many who aren't on the technical cutting edge, I've tended to jerk 
from side to side on the merits of ladder line Vs. coax, depending on the 
most recent expert testimony I've heard. For instance, Roy Lewallen often 
states that the advantage of ladder line is often insignificant. But I 
really think he's talking about the matched line case and not cases where 
extreme SWRs exist. 


I did buy the relays to make that switched line tuner, but then I got the 
Matchbox and put that project on hold. BTW Doc, I think it takes 4PDT, not 


DPDT, unless you've come up with a way to make DPDT work. 


In addition to it's other advantages, ladder line looks totally cool. Like 
real ham radio.
